Preparatory to the forthcoming 
general election the Government la 
scloualy considering leRlalatinn which 
Introduces proportional rcprcsentntlon 
In all the larger cities of the Domin¬ 
ion. 

In Montreal, for example, the plan 
wouldn't be likely to alTect the present 
ratio ot representation where Con- 
slervatlves have three members. In 
Toronto, however, where Liberals 
have no Federal members proportion 
al repre.scniatlon would probably give 
them two. It not throe member.^, 
aties like Halifax, Hamilton i;il St. 
•l.ion which now return two Coricr- 
vatives might with the Inclusion of 
some more rural territory send two 
Conservatives and one Liberal on the 
proportional hasi.i. Vancouver too, 
might crowd in a Liberal to displace 
the solid phalanx of Tories who now 
represent the city and Its cnvlron.s. 

The subject. It Is .said, h.is been tho¬ 
roughly discussed by the Goverment 
with Its Ontario supporters and they 
favor It for Toronto and Hamilton. 
Quebec members do not think they 
will loso by It and In the other cases 
there Is nothing to lose. Most Pro¬ 
gressive memhersareonrecord In favor

Bozeman. Mont.—A report of the 
experimental feeding of lambs and the 
using of sugar beet by-products st the 
Huntley branch .station of the State 
Experiment Station at Huntley, Mon¬ 
tana. indicates that siloed beet pulp is 
superior to corn silage. Market condi¬ 
tions were such that only one of the 
10 lots of Iambs made a margin of pro 
fit above Iamb and feed cost at the 
end of the 110 day feeding period. Thg 
experiment will be repeated to test 
further the results of the ration.

A superintendent and sup¬ 
ervisors will then be appointed by the 
Minister, these officials to be paid out 
of the general grant to the districts. 
Tho divisional boards will hire teach¬ 
ers and pay them; they may deter¬ 
mine salary schedules and may pio- 
vide for rural high selicols. Phy."lc- 
ians and nurses may also be appoint¬ 
ed. 

The province-wide "blanket" tax 
will not be enacted but a way to help 
poorer districts has been found. 

An amendment to the School Grants 
Act now before the Legislature pro¬ 
vides for "equalization grants." There 
will bo large enough to permit a div¬ 
isional board to finance on a minimum 
levy of eight mills, the average 
school tax for the province. The eug- 
geslion made during the last two 
weeks that Inspectors should be call¬ 
ed in to decide disputes between 
boards and teachers does not appear 
In the net.
